The "Viciou* Circle." . 


•What.has many limes been alluded to as the "vicious cir- 


cle" is beginning to be recognized. 
It is the alteni;iting in- 


creases in wages and prices, which increases are coining near- 
er and nearer together all the time. There was a time when 
those who received an increase in wages enjoyed the benefit 
for some time, as rises in prices did not immediately follow. 
But.through experience and practice the price makers have 
learned to siep lively and now advances in the cost of com- 
modities follow very closely the increases in wages, with the 


. result that those who receive what seem like very high wages 


are little, it' any, better of)' than they were before their pay was 
raised to meet tlie high cost of living. 


•' 
the workers have'discovered this fact and their only re- 


course is to demand irupre pay, and now they are discovering 
(hat this is not bringing'lhe desired relief. This was made very 
plain by a railroad man at a conference held in Washington 
Ihe other day lo consider steps for reducing the cost of living. 
The conference was attended by numerous cabinet officials 
and'others, and one of the men who was heard was William 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 


who; 
speaking for the body he represented, said that unless 


"the cost of,living is soon lowered .the men will demand more 


pay, 
the statement being precisely the same as that made by 


the heji'd of'.lhe.Brpthe'l'hobd of Locomotive Engineers a few 
days.'befo're. Mr. Lee said that an increase in wages was.not 
the proper solution of the present economic hardship's under 
which'working men are laboring, because of increase hi prices 
whiclij'inore than absorb the additional pay. 
"Unless ail 


classes get together to stop profiteering," he said, "Ihe only 
course which he declared would result eventually in precipitat- 
ing the 'upheaval' now staring the countr.y in the face."

'It-'is.plain that the present drift of things cannot keep on 


indefinitely. There must be a limit somewhere, and sooner 
or later it must be .'reached. And the fact that this is coming 
to b'e'recognized is encouraging. 
Al present if is a race be- 


tween wages and prices, with one ahead one day and the oilier 
the next, and all leading no one knows whither. 
It is not 


pleasant to listen to hints of an "upheaval," but all realize 
that conditions are abnormal, and i( is high lime to be seriously 
studying ways aiid means for getting back to normal. 


This is'a study that may well engage the attention of the 


best,minds. '.President Wilson is convinced that something 
"iinist be done, if possible,' lo ease Ihe situation', and has recoin- 


> mended the appointment of a comitlec to look into the matter 


and see what can be done to render Ihe cost of living less bur- 
densome. Some, think there should.be further food.regula- 
tion with Mr, Hoover in charge, but it can hardly be believed 
that the public would submit to that in lime of peace.

The encouraging thing is that the viciousness of the "vicious 


circle" is coming lo be recognized. When the people come lo 
understand that an indefinite continuance of the present drift 
it as impossible as perpetual motion they will search for and 
find the remedy unless they have, lost the faculty to solve 
problems which has always stood Ihem in good stead in Ihe 
pasl.
